* CREDIT ENHANCED 

Despit@ the depression, consider- 
able development of natural re- 
sources had taken place in the last 
two or three years in Alberta, said 
Mr. Ansley.

EXTREME UNCTION 

Extreme unction was administer- 
ed by Monsignor De Romanis, his 
sacristan, about thirty minutes prior 
to the time death beckoned the 
Holy Father.

They previously had prepared the 
articles for the last sacrament In 
one corner of the room was a table 
with a crucifix and lighted wax 
candles, a vase of holy water and 
aspergill or holy water spri ikler, a 
plate with small crumbs of bread, 
a spoon, a towel and seven balls of 
cotton. 

Attendants, watched over by the 
papal physicians, had washed the

CEREMONY BEGINS 

Monsignor de Romanis began the 
ceremony by sprinkling the pope, 
the other prelates and dignitaries 
present and the room itself with 
holy water, repeating al the same 
time from the Psalms: 

“Thou shalt sprinkle me_ with 
hyssop, O Lord, and I shall be 
cleansed; thou shalt wash me and 
I shall be made whiter than snow.

_ HE ADVANCED 
BEFORE TIME 


| Pope Pius Lived Simple 
Life-—-Arose To World 


Power 


Scholar, builder, peacemaker, 
brilliant executive ever abreast of 
his time—So may be described 
Pope Pius XI, who, as Achille 
Ratti, lived a simple, uneventful 
life until he was 61, then, moving 
toward the twilight of his career, 
rose to a position of world-wide 


power and prestige. 

Born in the little town of Desio, 
11 miles from Milan, Italy, on 
May 31, 1857, the future supreme 
pontiff of the Roman _ Catholic 
Church came of peasant stock 
turned weavers and spinners, His 
father managed a small spinning 
mill in Desio and a meager 1n- 
come made it difficult to achieve 
his ambition of giving his children 
adequate educations, 

But the brilliant mentality of 
Achille Ratti made it certain that 


no obstacle would prevent him 
from becoming learned. In the 
seminaries near Milan which . he 


attended in his youth, he showed 
amazing aptitude for mathematics, | 


canon law, theology, and philos- 
ophy. 
ORDAINED PRIEST IN 1879 

At 22 he was sent to Rome to 
complete his studies at the Col- 
legio Lombardo. There he_ took 
his degrees and on Dec. 20, 1879, 


he was ordained a priest, celebrat- 
ing his first mass the next day. 

In 1882 he was appointed to teach 
dogmatic theology and sacred elo- 
quence in Milan and there he re- 
mained for six years, until he was 
selected as doctor of the Ambrosian 
library. Here it seemed that the 
learned churchman had found his 
life work, for he settled down to 
a course of study that lasted for 
26 years 

His books occupied his time for 
11 months in the year, but in the 
month given to him as a vacation 
period Achille Ratti enjoyed to the 
full the life of an outdoor man. 
His especial joy was mountain 
climbing and few were the diffi- 
cult Alpine trails which he did nol 
ascend, 

The old marked routes were not 
for him, as he demonstrated in| 
1889, in reaching the summit of} 
Mount Rosa, more than 15,000 feet | 
above sea level, over a new path) 
which was named after him. } 


NAMED LIBRARY PREFECT 

Along an even, uneventful course | 
| the future Pope went until 1914, 
when he was appointed prefect of 
the Vatican library, There he was 
brought into closer contact with the 
dignitaries of the church and won 
their favorable attention. 

If he looked forward to spend- 
ing the remainder of his time in 
peaceful study and research, he 
was doomed to disappointment. In 
1918, he was dispatched as apos- 
tolic visitator to Poland, just emerg- 
ing as a new nation from the post-| 
war chaos, During the conflict be- 
tween Poland and the new Soviet 
state, he remained in Warsaw. 

Returning to Italy, after peace 
had been restored, he was appoint- 


ed in 1921 as cardinal and arch- 
bishop of Milan 

Just a year later, Pope Bene- 
dict XV died. As a_ cardinal, 
| Achille Ratti left for Rome, to at- 
tend one of the world’s most sol- 


emn assemblies, for the election of 
a pope. 
CROWNED AS POPE | 

Four days. later he was elected, 
and six days after ‘that crowned, 
supreme pontiff, 

The reign of Pius XI is regard- 
ed as one of the most notable in 
church history. Outstanding was 
his accomplishment as a_ peace- 
maker, in settling a dispute which 
had made popes “prisoners in the 
Vatican” for nearly 60 years. 

In a pact and concordat signed 
with the Italian government in 
February, 1929, the temporal power 


of the popes was re-established 
without impairing the unity of 
Italy. |

The Legislature 


The Speech from the Throne at the 
opening of the provincial legislature indi- 
cates a session of the full average length, 
though a special session was held last fall 
and this is the eighth time the members 
have been called together in less than 
four years.

The Money Is Gone 


The Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act applies now in the western provinces 
only. It will cease to apply in Manitoba 
on June 30th, unless parliament extends 
its period of operation. The Bracken 
Government is urging that this be done. 

Parliament should concede the re- 

quest. And white the subject is up, the 
Act might as well be made permanent in 
all three prairie provinces in respect to 
pre-depression debts. 
_ It is the hope in certain quarters—in- 
fluential quarters too—that with a return 
of prosperity to the west the Act will be 
abandoned and debts not then adjusted 
will be collectable in full. That should not 
be allowed to happen; and those who en- 
tertain this hope should be told at once 
it is vain. 

When deflation and drought struck | 
the west they imposed a loss that is per- 
manent. It can never be recovered. How- 
ever prosperous the farmer may be in fu- 
ture, what he lost in the depression is 
gone forever. The lost money can never 
be regained. 

Neither the farmer nor his creditor 
caused this loss. Neither could avert it. 
Neither can extinguish it. It,is a continu- 
ing loss, and should be shared between the 
parties involved. That is the purpose of 
the Arrangement Act, and parliament 
should make clear the Act will stand until 
its purjose has been fully accomplished. 


Insurance Versus Bonus

An Old-Fashioned Man 


Like a voice crying in the wilderness, to 
which little heed is likely to be given, is the 
voice of Sir Ernest Benn. He says that modern 
politics is “the art cf looking for trouble, finding 
it whether it exists or not, diagnosing it incor- 
rectly and apply the wrong remedy.” 

Sir Ernest is an unregenerate believer in 
capitalism who has the courage of his convic- 
tions. Here is his lively description of the ten- 
dency of government in England. It will be 
noticed that it might also be written of certain 
tendencies on this side of the Atlantic as well;

We are a nation of Nosey Parkers, inter- 
fering with each other and putting every- 
body right, which means putting everybody 
wrong. We are a nation of dole wranglers 
and dodgers. Life is one long series of chits, 
forms, licenses, permits, notices, percentages, 
formulas and other balderdash, until all sane 
people say: “Give us back our nineteenth 
century capitalism and our liberty.” 


his is saying it with a strong dash of de- 
liberate extravagance, of course, and of course 
it will be anathema to a great many people. 
We might make a tentative list of all the people 
who will hate the very sound of it. 

All the Communists and all the Fascists and 
all the regimenters and all the politicians who 
win elections by promising pennies from heaven, 
and all the people whose first aid (and last) for 
all persons and institutions and industries in dis- 
tress is to put them on relief and keep them 
there—and, generally, all the people who think 
that the right idea of debt is that you can’t have 
too much of it. 

But anybody else—if there is anybody else— 
is apt to feel that Sir Ernest Benn has merely 
got mad and told the trufh—Vancouver Prov- 


ince. 


So-Called “Union Government” 
Certain young men in this country condemn 
very confidently what they call the “party sys- 


tem.” They think it a bad system; want to re- 


form it. 
It might help these young crusaders, help to 
fill up obvious gaps in their knowledge, if they 
took time to study what is thought of the party | 
system by men much older and wiser than them- 
selves. They might read, for example, a speech 
made in the British House of Commons this 
week by Prime Minister Chamberlain. Said he: 


“Adoption of a one-party system in Bri- 
tain sooner or later must give rise to open 
revolt and perhaps revolution. 

“If someone said: ‘I will give you a new 
system under which the whole control of 
government would be in the hands of a single 


party’ ... we should reject it, for such a 
system would not last in this country.” 
The truth, of course, is that under free 


speech and free thought (about which we have 
been hearing so much lately) a one-party sys- 
tem is not possible. Novices in government (the 
sort of people who use threadbare platitudes as 
though they were voicing some brand new dis- 
covery) promise us blessings from what they 
call “national government”; their idea of national 
government being that it would involve only one 
party, with all of us thinking and acting alike. 
Well, if all of us could be brought to think alike, 
to agree about everything (and what a world 
that would be!), the plan might work. But as 
all of us, thank Heaven, don’t think alike, and are 
not likely to, talk about national government, 
with only oné party, and without an opposition 
or organized criticism, is nonsensical talk. 

If, tomorrow, Mr. King and Mr. Manion de- 
cided to join in a national government, to merge 
their parties as it were, that wouldn’t mean an 
end to parties. 
would itself become a party, with party organiz- 
ers in the constituencies, and party whips in the 
House of Commons; with, in short, all the politi- 
cal trappings the existing parties have now. Also, 
and inevitably, there would spring up an opposi- 
tion; an opposition party exactly as there is an 
opposition party today. All we should have 
changed would be labels. 


That is what happened in 1917. Union gov- 
when it came then, didn't change the 
two-party system, nor the opposition system in 
Parliament, nor poolitical machinery. The new 
government depended on party support; had its 
organization and political machinery outside the 
House; had its whips and party machinery in the 
House. The opposition, under Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, was a real and vigorous opposition; a 
party in every sense of the word, 

A legend exists that the union government of 
1917 was a great government. It is largely a 
legend. True, while the war went on it did an 
extraordinary fine work, but (as those who have 
read Sir Robert Borden’s Memoirs must have 
sensed) it was far from being a great govern- 
ment with the coming of peace. There were 
cabals and jealousies; weakness and indecision; 
and, in the end, union government feli to pieces.

Something else. National government advo- 
cates over here keep telling us that they have a 
national government in Great Britain. And that 
is wrong. What they have in Great Britain is a 
Conservative government labelled “national.” 
It may have been “national” when Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald joined with Mr. Stanley Baldwin in 
the first place; today it isn’t a national govern- 
ment, in the sense of being a union or coalition 
government, any more than Mr. Mackenzie 
King’s government is a national government. 
Great Britain has her two-party system (the 
Liberals have been extinguished) just as she has 
always had 

And Great Britain, we imagine, will go on 
with this system. It is an expression of her 
character When Disraeli said that England 
“doesn't love coalitions’ he was merely saying 
that the English people would never stand for 
anything but free criticism, debate and discus- 
sion; that they would objeet to standardization 
or regimentation of political thought. ‘That is 
why the “Leader of His Majesty's Loyal Oppoai- 
tion” is a fundamental part of British govern- 
ment,

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Few things are more annoying than appoint- 
ments with people who are continually late.

Many a morn- 
ing I've jog-trotted through darkened streets 
with eyes too heavy to keep open. What heavenly 
relief one morning, when, in obedience to the 
alarm clock I rose and ran, only to discover after 
covering a mile that it was Sunday morning and 
I was free to return home and go back to bed. 

We are living in an age of unrest and inter- 
national hate, of daily dread and terror from the 
skies, but mother’s pensions and relief doles have 
taken the edge from the’cold apathy of bygone 
years. I'm not so enthusiastic over the virtues 
and charms of “rugged individualism,” as some 
of its multi-millionaire panegyrists who don't 
know what they are lauding.

Peace! when there is no 
peace.” I trust it may not be so with those 
scribes and wise men who see an assurance of 
long peace in the recent speech of Herr Hitler. 
A British parliamentarian once 
said of Premier Chamberlain's 
more distinguished father, that 
when he lavished praise, it was 
time to fee] in your hip pocket for a gun. 

Four days before Herr Hitler spoke to his 
Reichstag, the police of Bucharest arrested 
twenty-five members of the Nazi-inspired Iron 
Guard of Rumania. They were in possession of 
twenty-one flame-throwers. An army Officer 
among them, Dimitrescu Nicholai, of the chem- 
ical warfare division, after confessing that they 
intended to destroy the electric light plant, 
waterworks, postoffice, radio building and 
American-owned telephone building, committed 
suicide by hanging himself with his belt. Dis- 
covery of the plot came through investigation of 
an explosion in a suburban house where the 
weapons were stored. 

If Mussolini keeps his word to withdraw 
troops from Spain, and Hitler refrains from fur- 
ther aggression in Europe, many sceptics will 
be agreeably surprised. Perhaps the Ethiopian 
can change his skin, and the leopard change his 
spots. In the meantime the democracies can best 
aid peace by continuing rearmament measures. 
Theories must give way to the pressure .of facts.

The forty-hour 
week alone would enable industry 
to absorb over ninety per cent of 
| the registered unemployed in Al- 


| berta. Public works programs at 
decent wages would accomplish 
much more than camps. It would 


| provide a decent living for those 
now unemployed, and at the same 
time complete some very necessary 
work projects, such as the building 
of homes, schools, hospitals and 
| highways, which are important steps 
in the development of Alberta and 
| Canada. 
| Mr, McCullagh suggests that the 
necessary finance for the operation 
| of these camps may be made up by 
the elimination of positions in the 
civil service. This could only in- 
crease unemployment.
